I have also been corresponding directly with Eric regarding 
his patterns and other topics for several years. Recently, we have been discussing the silver cent patterns, especially those without a 
silver center after I noticed that the ANS example, ex Hlggy, Boyd and all others which show a cracked obverse die, was a copy made 
from the Parmelee, Brand, Norweb coin. 

1 have also been one of the few people to go through the Brand journals and some of Armin Brand's papers in the ANS. 

In any event, I have been trying to pedigree the many pieces being sold. As B.G. Johnson was handling both Armin Brand's patterns 
and the Col Green patterns at about the same time, I have had difficulty determining which one was the source. I do know that the 

2 1877 half dollars, for example, do not match the ones on a set of 1911 Adams plates which I own that Brand purchased at the time 
so those are likely Col Green coins. Brand's 10 silver examples (journal id 57883-57892 are attached. 


The consigning and subsequent sale of Armin's portion of the Brand gold patterns in gold is attached should that be of any interest to you.

Surprising that Breen missed that as I found the listing for the gold piece some 20 years ago 
when I had previously gone through the journals at the ANS doing pattern research and getting dust all over my fingers - the Brand journal binders are really dry. 


By the way, I did find when Wayte Raymond got this. 

It was listed in Armin's Rarity Box 2 with the notation "6/27/33- Sold to Wayte Raymond for $2500.00 less 10% commission to B.G.Johnson."

Thanks. As for the error in a Newman publication, I won’t tell if you won’t. Surprising that Breen missed that as I found the listing for the gold piece some 20 years ago when 
I had previously gone through 

the journals at the ANS doing pattern research and getting dust all over my fingers - the Brand journal binders are really dry. 

By the way, I did find when Wayte Raymond got this. 

It was listed in Armin's Rarity Box 2 with the notation "6/27/33- Sold to Wayte Raymond for $2500.00 less 10% commission to B.G.Johnson." 

As you know, Armin consigned many Brand pieces to BG Johnson especially in the 1930s. It appears Horace did things differently. 

The problem with the journals is that some of the most important purchases, Dr Hall, Wurtzbach and Brenner are not itemized. 

I am hoping to find more of what I attached - these are in the ANS but not yet available on the Newman portal. I do not know how extensive those are. 

I do not know if the Brenner stuff is in there somewhere as there are a lot of patterns attributed to Brand that I have not found in the journals. 

I find the way Brand collected to be eclectic. There are certain items he liked and others he ignored. It appears having one of each date and mintmark, something Clapp, 
Granberg and Newcomer appear to have 

been doing, was not in Brand’s plan, but if he liked something ie 1876 $3, of 1870-S gold dollars, he would buy them in quantity. 

If we ever get a Colonel Green appraisal up on the portal, I will create a listing of it like I did for the Brand journals. 

The appraisal gives grades and counts of items but no sources.
